THE PROCESSION,

fhe treatment. Having been in the siock- 


ade for months, his eonfinement be- 
came. 60 irksome and ~intolerable, his 
health so bad, and his pecuniary 
logs so great, that,im his impattence and 
suffering. he wrote letters of complaint, 
which, on account of the'r exact t~uth, ex- 
asperated the Commander. As a conse- 
quen¢e, on the 80th ultimo, on his return 
from the court-room, where he was under- 
going his trial, he was shut up in a cell six 
feet by eight, the wal's being three-p'ank 
deep and almo-i air-t'ght. He was keptin 
that horrid and stifling den for twelve 
hours, when, in consequence of the sur- 
geon’s giving a wri.icn opin'on that he 
would die if he remained there longer, 
small aperwres were made in the cell, but 
he was not removed from it. Up to the 
date of his wife’s Jei.er he was kept in soli- 
tary confinement, a‘lowed, notwithstanding 
the extreme delicacy of h‘s health, only the 
rations of a common soldier, debarred from 
seeing his wife, denied the privileze of 
reading and even a light at night, and for- 
bidden to see a minister of the gospel or 
to have a copy of te Bible. 

Mrs. Pitcber says that she shall appcal 
in her husband’s behalf to Gen. Reynolds 
and to the President of the United States, 
but evideatly all herappeals and those of 
others can do no good. There can be no 
hope that the high funciionanes, who hzve 
s0 long practiced or tolerated the most 
cruel persecutions with a full knowledge 


_ of their existence, will correct them now. 


The relations between Texas and the 
United States, accordmg to Grant’s At- 
torney General, are the relations of war, 
the fast-dyine Mr. Pitsher is a prisoner of

Negreism in South Carolina. 

A charming illustration of the practical 
effects of reconstruction is presented in the 
Williamsburg District, South Carolina. At 
the present term of the Court of General 
Sessions, which commenced a few days 
ago, out of thirty-one petit jurors sum- 
moned, twenty-three were negroes and 
eight white men. Of the grand jury, twelve 
were negroes and seven white men. As 
:| only eighteen of the petit jurors answered 
to the summons, thirteen extra jurymen, all 
of them negroes, were drawn from the by- 
standers. Out of these,two sets of jury- 
men were impaneled. The first jury was 
made up of ten negroes and two white men; 
the second had not awhite man onit. Of this 
second jury only one tellow could write 
his name, and he, by order of the judge, 
was appointed foreman. 

The Williamsburg district, being adja 
cent to thatin which Charleston is situ- 
fated, was atone time covered by planta 
tiens worked exclusively by negroes. The 
result of the war has been toturn over 
the impoverished planters to the tyranny 
of those who were tormerly their slaves 
As the negro vote in the district, compared 
with the white, is as two to one, juries 
impartially drawn, capacity and intelli- 
gence being left out of the question alto- 
gether, would consist of one-third white 
men. But such are the Radical manipu- 
lations and conjurations in the Williams- 
burg district, that, out of the twenty-four 
jurors ultimately selected at the present 
term of the court, only too white men 
were chosen. With a Radical judge on 
the bench anda negro jury before whom 
cases are to be tried, there is no possible 
chance that a white mian, unless he is a 
Radical, will succeed in his suit, however 
manifest its justice may be. Moreover, a 
taajority of the cases coming beiore this 
particular court, and indeed before all of 
the courts of South Carolina, are negro 
cases, chiefly offenses afising out of the 
lawless habits the negroes have contractea 
ina condition of freedom, and does gny- 
body suppose, that, as a general rule, 8 
viction is possible with a judge Stent by 
negro votes and with negro jurors addict- 
ed to the very crimes for which they are 
to try their brother negroes?

| State connected with ‘the Associated Press. 
We congratulate the Union upon this auspi-

Eagte vs. Kentacky—The Eagle Wins— 
‘The Closest and Best Contested 
Game Ever Played in 
Louisville. 

The first regular match game of the season was 
played at Cedar Hi!l yesterday between the Eazle 
and Kentucky clubs. As we predicted, it was a 
close and exciting game, and weli repaid those 
who were fortunate enough to witness it. At the 
close of the ninth Inning the game was a tie, the 
ecore standing 13 to 12 rons. Another tnning 
was played, in which the Eagte scored 8 runs and 
the Kentucky only 1, the Eagie thus winning by 2 
runs, amidthe most enthtsiastic cheering on all 
ti @68. 

Mr. E. P. Wells, formerly of the Olympic Club, 
Wa» chosen umpire, and Giled that office with 
perfect satisfaction to all concerned. 

The g me was calied sborily after 4 o'clock, 
the k entuc.y going to tae feld. The Orst two ia- 
pings were sharply played, aud gave promise of 
the really .f€me game that resulted, the Eagie 
drawing bianks successively and the Kentucky 
scoring one in each inning. From this point the 
game grew more and mere interesting with each 
succeeding play. Onthe third innings the Eagle 
made 4runs,and ihe Kentucky drew a Diank; 
buton the next inning the Kentucky reciproca- 
ted vy scoring 4, and “whitewashing” their op- 
porents, the total seore standing 6 to 41n favor 
of the Kentucky. This was rather discouraging 
for the Eayles. but the result showed what they 
can do in an uphfil game. 

In tre fifth and sixth innings the Fagles, by 
upusually heavy tatting, made 9 runs, and by 
équally good fielding allowed their opponents to 
score but 2, thus taking the lead by five runs.
